Gov. Francis Being Charged With 
Criminal Neglect of Duty In 
Not Examining the Ac- 
counts Monthly. 


O’Day’s Big Bluff at the Lindell Hotel Con- 
ference—He First Offered to Pay the Full 
Amount ef the Deficit, but by Degrees 
Came Down to $2,500—A Bet of a Box of 
Cigars Was Made in the Room That Se 
Would Not Pay Anything—Chairman 
Mamt Said to Have Subscribed John E. 
Elliott’s Portion of the Pot—The Situa- 
tion in Jefferson City—Banker Fleming 
Says He Will Not Be Muzziled, 


Treasurer Noland’s firmest friends have lost 
faith in bis assertions that the cash in the 
Treasury will be found all right when the in- 
vestigation is concluded. That there is a 
shortage is now taken as an unquestionable 
fact in Jefferson City. There is a difference of 
opinion though as tothe amount, The state- 
ment is reported as coming from good author- 
ity that the exact amount of the deficit is $2,- 
617.19. The fact that ever since the report of 
a shortage first got out the amount 
missing has been placed at $52,000 
or thereabouts, has led to the 
general belief that the Governor's informs 
tion about the condition of the Treasury must 
have been of avery definite character, and 
hence must have come either directly or in- 
directiy from some person ina position to 
secure accurate figures. Either John T. 
Clarke, late of the State Auditor’s office, or 
Lon V. Stephens of Boonville, is thought to 
have informed the Governor while in New 
York of the Treasury shortage. He had it to 
acent. Mr. Clarke has been sore for the 
treatment he received from the State Conyen- 
tion in 1588, and is very unfriendly to the 
Auditor and Treasurer.Lon Stephens nas heen 
looking forthe Treasuryship for some time, 
and probably thought this was his opportun- 
ity. 

When Noland's friends age asked how they 
are willing to admitthatthere is a shortage 
when he reiterates that there is not they 
simply reply: What else can he do?“ But, 
though many of his friends now believe 
that the Treasurer is short they 
have not deserted him. Oa the 
contrary they propose tostand by him. It is 


such assurances, it ie claimed, which have 
nerved Noland up again. The shortage wiil 
be made up, it Is said, and the attempt to oust 
Noland resisted most strongly. It is every- 
whore asserted bythe friends of the Treas- 
urer that if the Governor had not set 
his mind on appointing his friend Stephens 
to the position that Noland would never have 
been disgraced in the manner he has been, 
They assert that the Governor’s claim that he 
Was actuated solely by a sense of duty in 
making the facte known may be all very well 
for him te give out, but that the fact remains 
that it he had strictly attended to his duties 
as Governor, there cou'd not have beenany 
shertage; at least, it could not have 
amounted to more than one-sixth of what it 
is now asserted to be. Ille has 
nevor performed his duty in re- 
gard to the supervision over the treasury. 
Under the statute the Treasurer is required to 
make report in writing to the Governor under 
oath on the fifth day of eyery month of the 
umount of money received by him during the 
previous month, the amount paid out during 
the eame period, the baliance on hand to the 
credit of the severaifunds and ein what bank 
or banks deposited. The Auditor is required 
to makeasimilar report of the moneys re- 
ceived by the State and the depositories of the 
amountsin their hands and paid out every 
month. The Goyernor is required without 
delay to compare these reports and see that 
they tally and are correct. It is claimed that 
had the Governor attended to his duty in this 
matter the deficit would not exceed ,000, as 
the amount o uld have been ascertained the 
first month it began. The Governor ig charged 
with nogiect and a failure to do his duty in 
connection withthe treasury. Some of the 
Governor's friends exeuse him because of his 
absence from his omce for the greater part of 
the term since he was elected, which they say 
Was unavoidable. There are many, however, 
who are notinciinedto take sucti a lenient 
view, anda Witter feeling has been engen- 
dered among the rival factions of Demecracy.

JEFFERSON Crrr, Mo., March 6,—No business 


was transactedin the Treasury Department 


to-day. Gov. Francis is still Chief Executive 
and Acting Treasurer. W. H. Chick of Kansas 


City isthe only member of the Investigating 
Committee here, but Messrs. Parsons and 
Marshall are expected this evening and they 
will go to work atonce. Mr. Chick was inter- 
viewed by a PoOst-DISPATCH reporter this 
morning, but be is notin possession of any 
valuable information, He said that he did not 
think it would take long to check up the 
books, and in no event does be antici- 
pate along investigation. Treasurer Noland 
didn’t go Over to the Capitol this morning. He 
was seen at the Madison House, and as usual 
said that he had nothivg to say further than 
what had been printed in the Post- DISPATCH, 
He was in much better spirits to-day than 
yesterday, and talke freely on ali subjects 
outside ofthe one most interesting to him. 
The effort of the State officials to muzzie J. 8. 
Fleming, one ofthe bondsmen, has proved a 
dismal failure. The old gentleman is 
mad, and having put up $1,500 as his share of 
making up the i deficit, he proposes 
to say what be pleases. le ie the only one ot 
the bondsmen who bas talked freely and ona- 
bled tne newspapers to get at the bottom of 
the whole attuir. The care with which every- 
thing has been guarded is becoming a matter 
of comment. To take oflicial utterances as a 
basis of facts, Mr. Noland is the victim of an 
outrage unparalleled in the history of modern 
civilization. No official will say that he is 
short. The Governor says at the con- 
clusion of a careful investigation that ‘‘there 
appears to be a deficit,’* and then goes on 
to qualify his statement by saying that ‘‘ifa 
deficit does exist itis small and can easily be 
paid by the bondsmen.’’ This is the sum and 
substanee of official information upon which 
Mr. Noland has been deprived of his office 
and an investigation set on foot to oust him 
in disgrace. Had official information been 
alone depended on, all that could have been 
said would be merely that the Governor had 
discovered some 3 irregularities 
which, upon further Investigation may not 
prove to be irregularities, and an apparent 
deficit.’’ There is nothing in tnis that would 
ind icate that there is a shortage of $32,000, and 
that the boudsmen have made up this amount 
and endeavored to put it in the Treasury so 
tbat a count of the money would show that no 
deficit existed. Treveurer Noland has not 
talked any yet, but the crucifying process 
which he is undergoing will doubtiess cause | 
him to say something before long, and when 
he does talk it will be surprising if he 
don’t say something worth listening to.

How the Business of the Western Telegraph 
School Was Condacted—Pupils Tell Their 
Storles— Warrants Applied For—Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes Will Issue 
the Documents To- Day. | 


The examination by State Labor Commis- 
sioner Lee Merriwether of pupils of the 
„Western“ Telegraph School yesterday 
brought out. some interesting facts. 
Miss Emma Fisher of 4047 North Marke 
street said she paid $40 in advance to E. Ba!l- 
ley Reeth, the owner of the Western school, to 
be taught telegraphy and secure a position. 
She thought the school was connected with 
the Western Union Telegraph Co. She learned 
little, was pronounced competent but never 
got a situation. 

Miss Lillie Todd, who wént through the 

same school, made application for a job to the 
Western Union Telegraph Co. on the strength 
of the recommendation given at the school, 
and was laughed at. 
, Robert J. Hewett, chiet instructor of the 
South western Railroad Telegraph School, said 
he never knew a pupil of the Western School 
to be given a position. 

Charies M. Hammond, Saperintendent of 
the Missouri Pacific Railway Telegraph De- 
partment, never gave a position to a Western 
graduate, 

Other witnesses toid of their experience 
with the Western school, their invariable 
payments for tuition and invariable failures 
to get positions, or acquire in the short 
course sufficient knowledge of telegraphy. 


WARRANT APPLIED FOR. 

This morning Mr. Merriwether oom 
panied by a former pupi of Roth’s in the 
person of a young man named James Bryant, 
appeared at the Four Courts and was for some 
time closeted with the Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney. When they emerged from the office 
both men hurried away, declining, for the 

resent, to state what criminal action they 
ntended to take. 

Mr. Dierkes said that Merriweather first 
wanted a warrant for Roeth for fraud in ob- 
taining from Bryant the sum of $40, It ap- 
pears from the story told by Bryant that on 
June 30 last he saw Roeth’s advertisement 
in one of the St. Louis papers. On July 3 he 
answered it in person, applying at 
Roeth’s office. An agreement was entered 
into between them by which Bryant was to 
pay down $40 cash. In censideration he was 
to be thoroughly skilled in telegraphy, and 
to be given a lucrative position as soon as he 
became a competent operator. He had not 
been at the school very long until be met @ 
so-called ‘‘graduate’’ of the institution whose 
charges aroused his guepicions. He staid it 
out, however, and when Reott declared him 
competent he asked fora situation. He was 
put off from day to day, and finally demanded 
the return of the $0 which he had paid. This 
was refused. 

Mr. Dierkes told them that hecould not 
charge the fellow with fraud, as a test case of 
exactiy the same nature had been beaten 
about a year ago in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection. He agreed, however, to charge the 
fellow witha violation of the misdemeanor 
statute, which says as follows: 

THE LAW. 

„Every person who shall agree or who shall 
advertise through the public press or by letter 
to furnish employment or situation to any 
person or persons andin pursuance of such 
adyertisement agreement or promise shall re- 
ceive any money, = property or other 
valuable thing whatsoever, and who shall 
fail to procure to such person or persons ac- 
ceptable situations or employment within the 
time stated, or it no time be specified 
then within a reasonable time thereafter, and 
who shall fall or refuse to return the money, 
personal property or other valuable thing so 
obtained, when the same shall have been de- 
mandod by such person or persons, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor.’’ 

The punishment upon conviction of a yiola- 
tion of thissection is found in sec. 8,623 as 
follows: 

„Every person who shall be convicted of 2 
misdemeanor as prohibited by this chapter, 
the punishment for which is not hereinbefore 
prescribed shall be punished by imprison- 
ment inthe county jail not exceeding one 
year, or by fine not exeeeding $500, or by both 
fine and imprisonment.’’ 

Mr. Dierkes was at work the greater part of 
the morning drawing up the warrant against 
Roeth. When completed it will be sworn to 
by Bryant this afternoon and at once placed 
in the hands of tne Sheriff for execution. 


THE FLOODS IN THE SOUTH. 


Great Suffering at Caire—The Danger in 
Arkansas. 


Camo, III., Mareh 6.—It the river continues 
to rise the Cotton Belt Road (the St. Louis, 
Arkansas & Texas) and the 86. Louis, Iron 
Mountain & Southern Railway will be shut out 
of Bird’s Point. The Ootton Belt can only 
stand another foot and the Iron Mountain bas 
already been forced to move its tracks to some 
higher ground 300 yards from the former ioea- 


tion. This will enable them to continue oper- 
ation if the 48-foot mark here is not passed.

In Arkansas. 


Pine BuuFF, Ark., March 6.—The water still 
continues to rise. Opposite Arkgnsas City 
in thie State the water rose two inches on the 
4thinst. and aninch and one-half yester- 


day and was gradually rising last night. 
It is getting very high. Ic one place on the 
levee at Arkansas City n lacks but ten inches 
of the top. Two weak places have been 
strengthened by sand bags. Yesterday it was 
reported that the leyee above there was 
in danger owing to rains and cattie crossing it 
to the highlands. They had cut into and 
weakened it. The greatest anxiety prevalis 
on the Arkansas side and a repetition of 
the great overflew of 1882 is feared. 
Some of the upperrivers emptying Into the 
Missgissipp! are still ris! under continuous 
rains. eave overcas skies adds to 
the general apprehension. The waer in 
the river opposite Arkansas Citv, outside the 
levees is eight feet higher than the main 
street ot the city. An overflow seems inev- 
itable and the experienced are preparing 
for it. 


Under Water. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Maren 6.—Thne lower 
part of the city is under water and Edgefield 
is fearful of the flood that promises to sub- 
merge it. Traffic has been very much im- 


peded by high water on the smaller streams 
and the washing out of bridges and tresties. 
The less of the Tennessee River bridge at 
Jobnsorville bas been the most serious 
impediment to travel, 


RAILBOAD TRAFFIC INTEBRUPTED. 


A Severe Sleet and Snow Sterm in and 
Around New York.

Critical Condition of the Ex-Congressman— 
Beth Sides Explain.

WasuHinocton, D. O., March 6.—The doctors 
do not professto have much hope of the re- 
covery of ex-Representative Taulbee. Yester- 
day a statement of the cause of the trouble 
came from each side. Dr. Taulbee, a brother 
of the wounded man, spoke for the latter. 
The argument began, he said, during the 
Forty-ninth Congress when Mr. Kincaid se- 
cured an appointment under the House Door- 
keeper and employed à colored substitute 
to do the work at about half the salary 
he drew himself. Mr. Taulbee attempted 
to neutralize all the appointments where sub- 
employes performed gall the work but got only 
a part of the compensation. He insisted upon 
the appointment of a young man named Ken 
dall from his own district. Kincaid tried to 
induce Taulbee to give him the position. 
Taulbee refused to indorse him, whereypon 
Kincaid became offended and threatened to 
make bim sorry. Kincaid made several 
statements in the Louisville Times detrimental 
to Tauibee’s cheracter, some of which he 
promised to correct. Taulbee, the doctor de- 
clares, did not know that Kincald was near 
him and did not know who shot him on Fri- 
day last until told afterwards. Mr. Taulbee 
had no pistol or other weapon. 

Commenting on this, Mr. Kincaid said: | 
That statement is untrue; is preposteraus. I 
never lived in Mr. Taulbee’s district. If I bad 
an appointment which wasto be charged to 
any district, it would be the one in which 1 
was born or the Louisville district. I did hold 
foratime a minor place on the Doorkeep- 
ex's roll, but was -+-charged to no 
particular district.

AFTER TWENTY-FOUR YEARS. 


The Mysterious Killing of Dr. Levering 
Cleared Up by a Confession. 


NORRISTOWN, Pa., March 6.—After twenty- 
four years the mystery surrounding the as- 
sassination of Dr. Joseph H. Levering of 
Lower Merion has at last been solved. The 
murder was one of the most noted of its day 
by reason of the sensational features sur- 
rounding it. The veil has at last been lifted 
by the death -bed confession of John G. Hen- 


derson, who died in that place Tuesday even- 
ing within a short distance of the scene 
of the tragedy. February 13, 1866, Dr. 
Levering, who had been making a profes- 
sional call, was in the act of putting away his 
team for the night and while coming out of 
the stable the report of a gun was heard from 
bebind a stone wall within ten feet of the door 
in which the doctor stood. The doctor’s resi- 
dence was close to Henderson’s store, be- 
tween the villages of Rosemont and White- 
hall. The unusual report of a gun within the 
yard of the dwelling aroused the family and 
the lifeless body was found two minutes after 
the shooting. Alarmand excitement drewa 
large crowd that evening and every house- 
holder joined in scouring the neigh- 
borhood for the assassin, Hen- 
derson assistin neighbors. An 
inguest was held, and after a searching 
investigation nothing could be ascertained to 
permit ofthe smallest suspicion falling upon 
anyone. The excitement occasioned by the 
shooting was slow to dite out. The leading 
citizens of the locality, including Henderson, 
issued circulars, offering a reward of $1,000 for 
the apprebension ofthe murderer. With the 
lapse of time the murder sank from public at- 
tention, hut gossip recounted many interest- 
ing incidents in the relationship whicb bad 
existed between Henderson and Levering. 

Henderson wasthe proprietor of the village 
store and was of good repute. When the war 
broke out Dr. Levering was drafted and 
Henderson went to the army as his substitute. 
Among the other considerations for this ser- 
vice the doctor was to have charge of Hen- 
derson’s business and his family. It was said 
at the time that Henderson became jealous of 
the doctor’s attention to the family, but he 
afterwards showed no evidence of such feel- 
ings. The crime was not attributed to him. 
Henderson resumed his business, and five 
years subsequently iliness compelled 
him to retire. He moved to Philadelphia, 

but returned to his former home 
and once again became aleading citizen of 
Lower Merion. Fearing that this illness was 
to be bis last he calied in bis family to his bed- 
side Tuesday afternoon, andinthe presence 
of the familly ay tog — to Killing 
Dr, Levering in cold blood. He described the 
tragedy minutely, and also confessed to send- 

ing Dr. Levering on a decoy call previous to 
the shooting. Henderson expired a little be- 

fore midnight. He gave no reason for his 
bloody deed and the confession has caused as 
much of an excitement as did the crime itself.

' SIZING UP THEIR ELEPHANT. 

Signs are plentitul that the Chicagoans 
have begun sizing up their World's Fair 
elephant and that the result of the in- 
spection is an impenetrable cloud of 
gloom so thick that it can be broken into 
lumps. The Chicago Herald, with a tear- 
ful candor which is as refreshing as it is 
pathetic, views the loss of the Exposition 
by St. Louis and New York as gain and 
remarks dolefully that they can console 
themselves with the reflection that they 
willbe saved from a heap of trouble. 
Among the consoling particulars are 
enumerated the following: 

They will not be called upon to raise a large 
guarantee fund. They will have no wrangle 
over the selection ofasite. There will be no 
In feeling engendered in the matter of elect- 
ing a director. None of their professional 
prominent citizens will be disappointed be- 
cause he did not obtain the piace. Their 
carpenters will not organize for the purpose 
ofsecuring shorter hours and higher wages. 
Their landlords will not raise rents on poor 
tenants who now find it difficult to obtain 
money to keep a roof over their heads. Their 
provision dealers will not combi ne to put up 
the price of the necessaries of life. It willstill 
be possible for worthy people to obtain board 
in these cities at a fair price. 

The confession contained in the latter 
part of this lament that a system of or- 
ganized robbery is to be expected of the 
Chicago, tradesmen and hotel-keepers in 
order to recoup themselves and make the 
most of their opportunities is bad enough, 
but it is not so bad as a further lament 
that some Chicagoans will be called upon 
to exercise the virtue of hospitality. This 
virtue is not in the calendar of Chicago. 
The spirit which actuates the people up 
there is one of selfish greed and cold in- 
difference. The fine promises of welcom- 
ing allthe people with hearty cordiality, 
given before the Fair was secured, have 
vanished, and in place of it is a wretched 
howl over the anticipation that a friend 
or a relative may drop in upon them in 
the hour of their presumed triumphant 
success and expect a meal or a lodging or 
a courtesy, such as graces friendship, with- 
out paying ten prices for it. The Heraid 
continues: 

Very distant and weli-nigh forgotten rela- 
tives, country cousins, old schoolmates and 
former neighbors will not seek to revive their 
friendship for relatives and acquaintances in 
New York and st. Louis. They will seek 
those living in the elty by the lake. They will 
come singly andin pairs and families. They 
will arrive by boat, cars and carriage. They 
will come early and stay late. They will de- 
sire to have their breakfast by daylight so 
thatthey can have a long day at the fair. 
They will return at night as hungry as camels 
that have made a journey across the great 
African desert. Of course they will want to 
take in all the parks, museums, theaters and 
other places of interest. They will also re- 
quire some one to show them round, to pay 
carfare and buy admission tickets. Some 
country visitors never think that city people 
have anything to do except to attend places of 
amusement, and that they obtain monéy by 
simply drawing it from a bank. 

Poor, picayunish city of false pretenses! 
St. Louisans, who have paid out thou- 
sands of dollars for free spectacies and 
have gladly entertained hundreds of thou- 
sands of visitors year after year and ex- 
pected to extend cordial welcome and un- 
limited hospitality to all should Congress 
have favored them with the World’s Fair, 
can only regard such weak lamentation 
and petty stinginess with pity and con- 


tempt.

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Penosylvania’s Ruined Farmers, 


From the Philadelphia Times. 

The farmers of Montgomery and Berks 
Counties have been aroused to organized 
action by the general depression in the farm- 
ing interests of these counties. It is claimed 
that the market value of farm lands in Mont- 
gomery County has declined 40 per cont during 
the last ten years, and it is ascertained in 
both counties that many farmers will be com- 
pelied to abandon farming in the near future 
unless some speedy and substantial relief can 
be obtained. ’ 

The depression ofthe farming interests is 
not only logical. but it is inevitable. They are 
now paying nearly the same high war taxes 
on everything they buy that they paid when 
they received war prices of $2 per bushel 
for their wheat and like prices for all their 
other products. The needless tariff taxes the 
farmers pay upon the necessaries of their in- 
dustry andthe necessaries of life would make 
the difference between actual loss and reason - 
able profit on any Well-regulated farm in 
Montgomery and Berks Counties. 

The farmers are mocked with false protec- 
tion, and thus taxed excussively on what they 
must buy when there is no possible method of 
protecting them in their chief products, the 
the price of which is regulated by the foreign 
market to which their surplus must go.

DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


CHARLES W. PICKERT STRICKEN WITH AP- 
OPLEXY ON THE WITNESS STAND. 


Prosecute’ His Damage Suit and do- 
cumbs as He Is About to Give His Testi- 
mony—Another Damage Suit for Libel 
Lost in the Courts—Notes, 


A sensational scene occurred in Judge 
Withrow’s court this morning, which exused 
the Judge to dismiss the jary and continue a 
case perhaps forever, as far as the plaintiff is 
concerned. Charles W. Pickert, a tailor, 
owns a house and jot adjoid- 
ing the rear of the People’s 
Railway Co.’s stables on Second Oarondelet 
avenue just south of Park avenne. The horses 
and mules belonging to the company were 
allowed to run aro und in the lot, and the filth 
from the yard seeped into Mr. Pickert’s 
cellar. He entered suit against the com- 
pany for $5,000 damages, with F. Gottschalk 
as attorney. The case came up on to-day’s 
docket in Judge Withrow’s room anda jury 
was empancled. Mr. Pickert was placed on 
the stand to close up his side of the case, 
about noon. He has been very sick for some 
time and should not have been in court this 
morning, but wishing to put an end to his 
case he arose from. «a  sick-bed 
and put im his appearance. When queg- 
tioned by his attorney he showed 
signs of nervousness and mumbled his an- 
swers in German. The question was repeated 
and again he mumbled something in German. 
The court shorthand reporter could not catch 
the words and complained to the Court. Judge 
Withrow asked Mr. Pickert if he could speak 
English, if not an interpreter would be called 
in. His only answer was aspasmodic move- 
ment ot nas arms, his head dropped on his 
breast and he became deathly pale. His son, 
who was in the court-room to attend his 
father, rushed up tothe stand and lifted his 
father’s head. He was speechiess. Judge 
Withrow excused the jury and adjourned 
court. A physician was sent for and Mr. 
Pickert was placed on abench. His second 
bon was also sent for. ‘When the physician 
arrived he said Mr. Pickert was suffering from 
a stroke of apoplexy. At a late hour this aft- 
ernoon be had improved very littie, and his 
sons began to think the case very serious. It 
is thought the excitement and Mr. Pickert’s 
weak condition caused the stroke. 


A Libel Suit Settled. 


Another libel suit fell in the Circuit Court 
yesterday, the court in its Instructions and a 
jury deciding thatit is not libelous to ask if 
certain statements made about a person are 


true or to repeat them without malice. It was 
inthe case of liam F. Dockter against 
Lisette and Henry H. Scheveer. Mr. Dockter 
isa grocer on Chouteau avenue. In April, 
1888, e was a widower. Word reached him

Mr. Dockter considered that 
sufficient ground for action and entered suit 
against them for $5,000 damages, saying his 
reputation was damaged, hie business injured 
and nis standing in his church affected. The 
jury failed to see wherein such questions asked 
about Mr. Dockter injured him, and rendered 
a Verdict in favor of Mr. and Mrs. Scheveer.

One after another the big drinks 
disappeared until five had been poured down 
the foolish man’s zhroat. 

As he picked up the sixth Elass 
his hand trembled and he gave 
a gasp. He appeared about to 
fall, but the spectators cheered him on, and 
he tackled the remaining three drinks. When 
he bad finished he took the stakes and etarted 
out rather unsteadily for his home. That was 
the last seen of him alive by any person other 
than his wife. 

The shock occasioned by the uncerimonious 
loading of so much strong liquor into the 
man’s stomach brought on an attack of car- 
diac apoplexy. to which he was subject.

NO MORE FREE GAS, 


People Who Hare Had It for Years Now Pay- 
ing Their Way. 


A great many interesting stories yet remain 
to come out of the consolidation of the gas 
companies and the change of management. 
The companies are now practically one, and 
while the works are said to be run separately 
and under their Boaids of Directors, it is 
stated that they all send gas into the holders 
generally, and that St. Louts gas is going 


north while Laclede gas is coming south, 
when necessary. 

One of the most interesting stories, how- 
ever, is in reference to the gas bilis of the old 
directors and officers. It is related by a gen- 
tleman who is very close to President 
Emerson McMillan of the new La- 
clede. Under the nla management 
the directors of the gass companies all re- 
ceived gas free. Several gentlemen are said to 
have received free Kas for twenty-five years, 
while one large Vandeventer piace palace is 
said to have been lighted and heated and the 
meals for the family cooked by free gas. 
When Mr. McMillan took hold he moved slow- 
lyin bis reforms, but certainly, and one of 
his early ones was to establish a rule that 
thefe should be no free gas. The old directors 
and those who had held over as well, were ro 
notified, and a storm of indig- 
nation arose. It was of no use, however, as 
Mr. McMillan was firm. One gentieman, Mr. 
John J. Mitchell, do had for years been a 
director of the Laclede, and who had held the 
office of President, rebelled and bought a box 
of candles. Still Mr. McMillan was firm, and 
the ex- President is still using candles. There 
are several other cases of the same character, 
but they have all protested in vain, as Mr. Me- 
Millan will not havea precedent against his 
pay-for-your-gas policy, and is as regalarly 
tendered his own bill as any other gas user.

The Convention Adopts a Platform, Elects 
Officers and Then Adjourns. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 6.—The National 
Republigan League Convention remained in 
session allday yesterday and adjourned sine 
die after 7 o’clock in the evening. 

Late in the afternoon the Committee on 
Resolutions presented a platform which was 
acopted after a protracted discussion. The 
platform indorses the Harrison administration 


and congratulates the county on the results of 
the first year of Republican resumption of 
power in the Federal Government. The main- 
tenance of the protective tariff 1 is de- 
manded, though the league p s itself to 
urge a thorough and equitable revision of the 
existing tariff rates. The Democratic party 
is charged with — M such a revision 
and is roundly denounced for its manner of 
eae electionsin the South. The piat- 
fo charges- that the Republicans in 
the South have been deprived of 
— right ot franchise and says 
It la time to call a halt. The trustsare de- 
nounced, inter -State commerce law indorsed, 
aud the passage of equitable and liberal pen - 
sion laws is urged. he Blalr educational biil 
is indorsed aftera fashion and Speaker Reed’s 
policy and ballot reform are treated ln a like 
manner in the platform.

What the Trust Aims At—Nineteen of the 
Iwenty-Two American Factories Sign 
the Agreemént—The Output and Profits 
ef the Concerns Interested—Financial

at the control of the entire starch 
product of tne country, and already 
nineteen of the twenty-two concerns engaged 
in the manufacture of starch in the United 
States have entered into an agreement which 
binds them to further the prpject to the full 
extent and power of their indigidvual resources. 
The efforts of those who are engineering 
the movement are now being directed toward 
procuring the assent of the owners of the 
three establishments which have thus far kept 
out of the combination, to the agreement 
which the owners have signed. One of these 
concerns is sald to be the largest producers of 
starchand glucose on this side of the At- 
Jantic. How earnestly the promoters of the 
trust are engaged in their work of proselytism 
is apparent from a circular letter addressed to 
the parties in interest, a copy of which has 
come into the possession of the correspondent. 
This letter, which was inspired, if not actually 
written by or at the dictation of Chester W. 
Chapin of No. 1 Broadway, and who con- 
fessed yesterday that he was engaged in the 
creation ofthe starch manufacturing combi 
nation, lets in a flood of light upon the situa- 
tion and shows very plainiy the modus 
operandi pursued by those who form the 
trusts. Ur. Chapin, who is agentieman of 
large means, engaged in important industrial 
and commerolal enterprises, would not ad- 
mitthat thestarch scheme is a trugtin the 
usual acceptance of the word, but persisted in 
referring to the project as simply the forma- 
tion of ab new company of starch manufac- 
turers, banded together in mutual protection 


from foolish competition andfor the benefit 
of the consumer.’’ 
THE LETTER. 

Where the benefit of the consumer comes in 
does not appear from a perusal of the letter 
referred to. The letter, which is dated Feb- 
ruary 11, 1890, says that ‘‘during the past ten 
months an effort was made to acquire options 
to purchase the twenty-two atarch factorics 
of the United States. Options were obtained 
from the owners of nifieteen of the factories, 
and as a result of numerous conferences it 
was determined thatacorporation should be 
organized which should acquire fully posses- 
sion and ownership ofall these properties, 
and the manufacturers should take part in in- 
corporating and establishing said cor- 
poration and its business. This deter- 
mination took the form of an agree- 
ment, which was signed at Buffalo on the 
— day of the present month by the ten 
manufacturing firms and establishments and 
by myseifon behalf of the interests which I 
represent. Under that agreement the manu- 
facturers are to receive only one-fourth of the 
consideration of their options in cash, the 
remaining three-fourths to be paid to them 
in securities of the new company. The com- 
pany is to be known as the —. It is 
nowin processof incorporation under the 
laws of the State of Kentucky.’’ 

The bonds and other securities of the pro- 
posed trust are described as follows: 

„Bonds bearing 6 per cent interest, re- 
deemable within thirty years out of the sink- 
ing fund, $4,500,000; first preference stock, 
carrying a cumulative dividend of 8 per cent 

er annum and preferential as to principal, 

,000,000; second preference stock, carrying a 
cumulative dividend of 12 per cent per annum 
and preferential as to principal, $2,400,000, and 
common stock, $2,500,000, not to be offered to 
the public by the promoters.’’ 

VALUE OF THE OPTIONS. 

It was the original intention of the pro- 
motersof the scheme to pay cash for the 

roperties on which options were obtained, 
Bus that was found to be impracticable and 
another plan had to be adopted. The latter 
states that the face value of the options on all 
of the twenty-two starch factories in this 
country was calculated at $8,200,000. The au- 
ditional eum of $2,000,000 was estimated as the 
value of wateriai and stock on hand, 
representing a floating capital of investment. 
That was to be paid in cash to the man- 
ufacturers, in addition tothecash payments 
on account of real estate, patents, trade- 
marks, etc. The $4,500,000in bonds proposed 
to be iseued were to be a first mortgage on the 
real estate transferred on a three-fourths val- 
uation of the property. All the figures were 
based upon the understanding that all the 
starch factories would go into the combina- 
tlon. -The failure of three of them to sign re- 
duces the estimate on each item proportion 
ately tothe value of the properties thus with- 
held from the sale. According to the terms of 
the latter the annual yield of the twenty-two 
factories is 200,000,000 pounds of starch. There 
also produced, chiefly by the Glencove Man- 
nfacturing Co., about forty million pounds of 
giuco yearly. The options and the agree- 
mont signed at Buffalo cover every variety of 
mapufactare, starch, glucose or otherwise, in 
which any of these concerns may be engaged.

CHARLES F. VAIL IS HELD FOR THE GRAND- 
JURY WITHOUT BAIL 


End of the Strange Preliminary in the Cele- 
brated Murder Case—Tihe Grand-Jury 
Takes Up the Case To- Day and Will 
Surely Return an Indictment—A Change 
of Venue Prabable. 


The strange case in St. Charles is at an end 
and Charles F. Vall has been held for the 
Grand-jury without bond, The last session 
of the court was held. yesterday in Odd Fel- 
lows’ Hall, and the State’s last witness was 
Henry T. Thomas, whose testimony was given 
yesterday. When the State closed Mr. Mc- 
Donald made the formal motion forthe dis- 
charge of the prisoner and the Justites took it 
under advisement until2o’clock. Then, in- 
stead of simply overruling it read a written 
decision, to hold Vail for the Grand-jary. 
Mr. McDonald reminded them that the defense 
had not yet had its inning, and mildly 
suggested that the décision was a little 
previous, and the Justice said that Mr. Mo- 
Donald might go on with the defense, but Mr. 
McDonald thought he would neither waste 
much vitality nor disclose much of his case, 
so he only puton two witnesses and rested 
with them.

The circular directs attention to Bishop 
Loughlin’s advanced age, and contains the 
following criticism of his management of his 
diocese. 

The present venerable Ordinary of this 
Giocese is every day giving evidence of his in- 
ability to meet the rapidly growing wants of 
his important charge. Complaints are heard 
that there are no episcopal visits, no exam- 
Inations of clergy, nor are there in the dio- 


cese the necessary active officers to aid in the | 


discharge of these sacred duties. Add to this 
that hints are heard on ail sides regarding the 
unfairness of appointments; that it is seen 


that not only are sen lority ani merit disre- 
garded, but absolute strangers are often ad- 
mitted to the diocese and prom ted almost 
immediately to its most important charges. 
Besides this, it is painfully apparent to the 
clergy that the manner of the Ordinary in 
dealing with them personally fe often un- 
fatherly and sometimes scarcely courteous.’’ 
YOUNG PRIESTS BLAMED. 

This document is said to have emanated 
from a number of the younger priests who 
have bec: me tired of walting & vain for pre- 
ferment that never comes. Bishop Louvhliin 
yesterday refused to discuss the matters 
touched upon in the circular, but a prominent 
oriest admitted that he had received one of 
he letters by mail. 

It was avery ti!-advised move on the part 
of any Catholic, much less a priest. ald he, 
to be gullty of sending out such « document, 
and it was a cowardly thing besides to take 
this way of attacking the old Bishop, who is 
now 70 years of age and bas presided over 
this diocese for the paet thirty-six years. 
He has lost none of his old-time vigor, and 
most of the statements made in the circular 
are absolutely false, particularly the one 
which connecis Archbishop Corrigan’s name 
with the appointment of a condjutor to Bishop 
Loughlir. Bishop Louchlin is a suffragan of 
the Archbishop, batin his own diocese he is 
entirely independent of any control from 
the Archbishop, and itis no part ofthe Arche 
bishop’s functions to suggest who his as- 
si-tunt or successor shall be. This would be 
done at the request or suggestion of the Bishop 
himself or at a conference of the Catholic pas- 
tors. They would tu en suggest the names of 
three priests whom thev might deem suitable 
in every way to be raised to the episcopate, 
and these would be torwarded to the Pope to 
choose from. He is not obliced to select any 
one of the three, but he usually does, „ 

CAUSE OF THE COMPLAINTS. 

From another equally reilable — te f it 
was learned that the matters complained of 
inthe circular had much more foundation 
than the reporter’s clerical informant was 
willing to admit. 

„„It is a notorious fact, said this authority, 
“that the Archbishop has felt Bishop Lough- 
lin’s inactivity in the matter very keenly, 
and it would pot surprise me to hear that the 
Archbishop had ostered the claims of 
some of his own priests to the r 
Viee- General Preston, for instance. The 
Pope bas authority to appointa coadjutor of 
his own motion at any time that he is sutisfied 
that Bishop Loughlin is incapacitated 
from active duty either by reason of his 
advanced age or for any other eause. It 
would be quite natural for the Holy Father to 
consult with the Archbishop on the subject 
and it would be just like Dr. Corrigan, who 
has not forgotten Dr. McGlynn’s recal- 
citrancy, to sugyest that the condition 
of the Brooklyn Diocese would be 
Improved by a littl of the discipline 
that prevails in New York. Dr. Corrigan is 
nothing f not a discipiinarian, while Dr. 
Loughlin bas antagonized a larue portion of 
his clergy by a petty tyranny from which they 
have no appeal. The Archbdisbop would 
doubtiess fee! that witha man of vigor like 
himeelf atthe heim of the Brooklyn Di cese 
his own hands would be immeasurably 
strengthened and the discontent among the 
clergy would be allayed, 

The curates or younger priests in Brooklyn 
bave certainly some ground for dissatisfac- 
tion and there is more truth than poetry in 
the complaints enumerated in the circular. 
There isa number of clergymen who have 
been assistant priests in Brooklyn for from 
ten to fifteen yeurs and who have repeatedly 
seen outsiders appointed to vacant parishes 
to which they had at least the claim of senlor- 
ity in active work. Onty a year ago a new 
parish was formed in the upper wards and the 
assistant priests who had seen long service 
naturally expected one of their number would 
be selected as pastor. They were somewhat 
chagrined, however, to find that a compara- 
tively newcomer from Ualifornia was given 
the post of pastorand he is now officiating in 
that capacity. 

It wus said last night that an investigation 
ad been ordered by the Bishop to discover 
he author of the circular.

The Aaron Estate of $400,000, in Russia, 
Still Awaiting Adolph Joseph. 


The PostT-DISPATCH several weeks ago pub- 
lished a paragraph tothe effect that Michael 
Aaron, a Hebrew, la kussia, had left a fortune 
of $400,000 to Adolph Joseph, a second cousin, 
who had come to this country, and who had 
been traced to Uniondale and Forest City, 
Pa., and Chicago and St. Lonis.

which is said to be backed by a Strong New 
York syndicate, and it is considered advisa- 
ble to establish one in St. Louis it satisfac- 
tory terms can be agreed upon. The plan of 
campaign contemplates the co-operation of 
the Kansas grain growers, and steps are being 
taken to interest the Missouri Farmers’ Alli- 
ance and Wheelers in the same project. The 
soheme is for the farmers to cease dealing 
with Kansas City and St. Louls commission 
men, and to send their consignments to the 
firm or firms representing the Farmers’ All- 
ance. These firms will make advances at & 
shade below the ruling rates, but will not 
market the eérop until a price deemed 
adequate can be obtained, storing it in 
elevators or warehouses until such time as it 
can be sold at proper figures. In addition to 
the elevators of the large cities, arrangements 


have been made to establish storehouses at 
different points in the corn belt, in which 
grain can be placed and certificates issued. 
Arrangements for making advances on these 
receipts are to be made, the plan being to 
enable the farmers to obtain in cash nearly 
the market price, and to allow them to retain 
an interest in their shipments and prost 
by th enhanced price which it is believed will 
arise from the stoppage of the flood of corn 
that has depressed rates to a very low figure, 
THE EFFECT OF THE SCHEME 
if successfuliv carried into effect, will de to 
cut off the supply in the markets and enable 
the producer to control the output. The com- 
mission men will be sufferers, as their busl- 
ness will be largely cut off. The opinion of 
corn buyers and exporters on the floer of the 
Merchants’ Exchange is that the plan can 
scarcely succeed, ith a short crop the 
chances of the scheme being carried through 
would be very fair, but in this case there 
would be little necessi'y for it. But the pres- 
ent crop is the largest on record, and from 
the most careful estimates made it is believed 
that fully half of it is stil in the hands ot the 
producers. All farmers who can afford so to 
do bave deen holdiug their corn for better 
prices, and are only letting go of it as the 
necessity for money compels them 80 to do, 
By the middie or end of the present month a 
large amount of money will have to be raised 
preparatory to the spring planting, and the 
only way in which the great majority can 
secure this is dy marketing tneir corn, 
WERE A SYNDICATE 

es'ablished to take all offered, paying in cash 
anything near the market price, unless it pos- 
sessed an immense amount of capital, it 
would be swamped bya perfect Niagara of 
corn, as not only that of Kansas and Missouri 
would have to be handled, but the entire un- 
marketed crop of lowa and Nebraska. The 
Farmers’ Alliance in the States last named 
has deciined to enter into the agreement pro- 
posed by the Kansas Alliance, and it is stated 
that the result would be that all the corn in 
these States would be sent to the agen s of 
the Kansas Alliance, which would have to be 
able to command a capital of many willions 
to carry the crop. o disturbance of the 
market is anticipated on account of the plan 
by local commission mercbants.

<a recipiteus walls of the entire canon for 
ya hundred miles, and the innumerable 
side . leading inte it, are honey- combed 
with the aboves of the Cliff Dwellers. Every 
cave and halo the rocks located

‘steep has been utilized to bulid 
houses capable of holding from a single fam- 
ily to several hundred people. Some were of 
— aratively easy access, but the majority 
tter ones could be reached by the ex- 
plorers only with ropes from the top of the 
— , or vy tying poles together and climbing 
nthe bottom. 

The plans of the houses were hdapted to the 
formation of the caves in which they were 
built, but always with a front of 
solid masonry, and with at least one 
clroular apartment. 

THE BEST HOUSES 

were found inthe side canons, and as before 
stated they vary greatiy in size. The largest 
examined contained 1 rooms on the ground 
floor; the upper stories being in ruins, it was 
not possible to ascertain theexact nuinber 
of rooms above, butthey were estimated at 

* 900, making 312 rooms in all. 
mthe condition of this dwelling it was 
evident the occupants had been shut in by 
siege or othe rr as all of the timbers bad 
n remov and burned, This must have 
been done by the people themselves, as almost 
every room contained household utensils and 
wearing apparel.

Several samples of Yucea 
rope and cord are seen, differing from that of 
modern manufacture only in being twisted of 
two instead of three strands, as well as the 
raw material, in all stages of preparation for 
the uses intended, from the natural leaves to 
the beaten lint ready for the loom. 

The plant was also used for making the 
plaited disks on which the round-bottomed 
water jars and urns were set. Small bundles 
of grass used for the same purpose were found 
tied and ready for use. 

CORN HUSKS AS GREEN 
as though cured but last season are placed in 
sandals soas to cover the top of the foot. 
Sowe are tied in bundles, and in one case the 
entire covering of an ear of corn from which 
the cob was removed has been filled with 
crude alum and tied neatly with Yucca twine. 

There are a few articles of tanned skins con- 
sisting of sandals, moccasins, neatly made 
with the nair inside, small bags and a cap. 

Stone instruments were not as largely used 
asamongthe mound builders of the Missis- 
sipp! Valley. Many knives, well- ade and 
polished, one still set in its wood-handle, 
scrapers, axes, many with the white handles 
still on. Grinding-stones, pattern stones and 
afew polished pebbie charms or playthings 
constitute the list. Of stone arrow points but 
five were found in all of the dweilings. 

Bone was largely used for the construction 
of many useful articies. Knives of many 
shapes, needies of several sizes, made with 
eyes and resembling the modern steel instru- 
ment as closely asthe nature of the material 
would admit, awis of various sizes, beads and 
other ornaments, as well as very good sub- 
stitutes for the saw, draw-knuife and spoxke- 
shave were found. A surprising feature of 
this department is the comparatively emall 
amount of manual labor which was required 
to adapt the different shaped bones to the 
uses for which they were intended. 

Wood, though necessarily limited in va- 
riety, was utilized in every possible manner. 
Large planks smoothed by fire and 
THE STONE AXE, 
eleven feet by eighteen and three Inches, were 
found in what was evidently a public building 
and which is describe as containing 
five rooms, the center and largest being 
twenty by forty feet in sige At one 
end of this room was a stone platform, 
six by four feet, which was reached by 
six stone steps. The floor was sand and gave 
evidence that fires must have been constantly 
burned there. The rooms at either end of the 
central chamber were small and their floors 
were six feet higher. The doors of communi- 
cation also indicate the public character of 
the building. Their dimensions were3 by 5 
feet. None of the doors in the ordinary 
houses Were more than 18 by 24 inches. 

@The agricultural implements around were 
not much more primitive than those used by 
the Mexicans atthe present day. The wands 
or canes were sometimes rudely c ed, 
Hollowed pieces of wood, closely resembling

twine, on the same plan as Venetian curtains; 
papoose boards, and many implements whose 
uss can be but vaguely conjectured, are in the 
collection. 

The pottery is remarkable for the number 
and diversity of the pieces shown, as well as 
for their excellefit state of preservation. 
There are eighteen of the wonderful colied 
urns, varying in capacity from a half to siz or 
seven gallons; there are dippers, cups, vases 
of various shapes—though it isa noteworthy 
fact that no animal forms ard found—and 
small pieces.

THE MAKING OF VENEERS. 


A New Invention for Adding to the Beauty 
of the Product, 


From the New York Times. 

Fora long time manufacturers of veneers 
have been trying to secure a fancy grain from 
straight-grained wood. Of course, the more 
wavy and intricate the line of the grain is, the 
more valuable is the veneer. A method has 
at last been secured of producing fancy 
veneers from plain wood. 

To understand the new process one must 
frst know what the old one was. It was sim- 


pleenough. A log seven feet long or less and 
of almost any dlameter above seven inches 
had its bark ohipped off and was then steamed 
over night in a tank made for the purpose. In 
the morning it was ready to be fastened into 
the big lathe, and a knife blade as long as the 
lon gest log used—seven feet— was kept pressed 
against the wood so as to cut off a shaving or 
ribbon about one -thirtieth of an inch thic 

the log revolved toward it. Two men roiled 
up theribbon and carried it away as it was 
turned ont. Of course the knife had to be set 
parallel with the axis of the log or the wood 
would not all be out up, and so, if the grain 
of the wood were straight, the ribbon could 
not have a variegated appearance, even bad 
ane age: straight knife cut the grain at an 

ngie 

The Inventor of the new process noticed 
that the growth of no two different years in a 
tree had exactly the same color and grain, 
even when the log was perfectly straight- | 
grained. So if a Knife were made that 
would strip off 4 ribbon tnat 
dipped in and out through the 
growth of say two years, the ribbon would 
have two kinds_of grain. To get the ribbon 
the inventor madeaknife with a wavy edge. 
The waves were a quarter of an inch high. 
However, this did not produce a sufficient 
variety in the grain of the ribbon to sult the 
inventor, and he added to it by givigg the 
knife an oscillating movement in the dec 
tion of the length of the log by acam ofa 
half-inch stroke. Now, if the log revolved 
against the knife a ribbon was cut which con- 
tained waves that ziczagged up and down and 
exposed a grain not only variegated in color 
by the varying depths to which the knife had 
cut, but. which was at the same time very 
wavy, if not curly, inappesarance. The varie- 

gations in the color even ofa plain black 
waleut log were remarkable and beautiful. 

There was one objection to this remaining, 
and that was that it did not lie down flat on 
the surface to which it was | pees This was 
reinedied, however, by stacking up the ribbon 
ina hydraulic press that squeezed it witha 
pressure of forty tons to the square inch. It 
came out of that press flat. 

At present three kinds of knives are used in 
these machines. There is no telling what 
new forms. of knives will be invented. The 
machine itself is but little more expensive 
than the old style, but a Kulfe costs several 
times as much. Besides, when a knife gets 
dulla man has to labor over it for a month 
with emory wheels to get it In order again.

Two-Story Elevated Roads. 


From the Engineering and Building Record. 

The ever-increasing throngs that crowd the 
elevated roads of New York City impress 
every one with the urgent necessity for a cor- 
responding increase in their carrying capacity, 
and every now and then lead some one to 
make a suggestion of more or less wisdom as 
to how to aceomplish this desirable end. 

The New York Stn proposed the other day 
to double the capacity of these roads by ths 
addition of another story to the existing 
structure, and the iden struck so forcibly a 
gentieman said to have had much experience 
in the construction of railronds and bridges 
that he was moved to send to that journal 
some plans of his own for double-decking the 
L roads, which he has been working on for 
some time, and to accompany them with sun- 
dr settings- -forth of their alleged advantages, 

Tne scheme is by no means a new one, as 
in May, 1880, a patent was granted to Dr. Gil- 
bert, the father ofthe elevated railroad sys- 
tem, for a structure having two tiers of 
tracks, and the idea wasat that time dis- 
cussed and elaborated in various ways by the 
engineers of the elevated roads, and more 
recently more careful designs have been made 
of several different Ways of doing the same 

thing. 

en merely add another story to the ex- 
isting structures, as proposed by the gentie- 
man above referred to, would be such a 
troublesome and unsatisfactory piece of 
work as not to be thought of. The 
strength of this structure, even if rein- 
forced as far as practicable, would in most 

laces be fmeufficent. Moreover, it bas not 
— designed so as to afford a convenient 
footing forthe proposed additional columns 
without difficult and expensive reconstruc- 
tion, which at best could only result in a 
clumay patchwork for more or less uncertain 
stability. 

If the elevated roads are to be double- decked 
at all it could, in most instances, be better 
accomplished by straddling the old structure 
with a new one to which the trafic 
could be transferred, and when the old 
structure bad been removed the girders 
for the lower tracks could be attached to the 
new columns half way up. 

Such un arrangement seems to have once 
been seriously thought of to bring trains from 
Second avenue down to the City Hall and 
avoid a grade crossing ‘of the Tura avenue 
track to the ferries. 

It is not probable, however, that this method 
of increasing the capacity of the elerated 
roads will * be adopted, for, aside from the 
vast expenss of such a reconstruction and the 
annoyance to passengers of the additional 
height to climb and the smoke and cinders 
from the lower trains, the damages that could 
be claimed by abutting property owners for 
suchan additional curtailment of their light 
and air would prove a serious, if it not in- 
——.— obstacle to the execution of such 7 
scheme.

Several samples of Yucea 
rope and cord are seen, differing from that of 
modern manufacture only in being twisted of 
two instead of three strands, as well as the 
raw material, in all stages of preparation for 
the uses intended, from the natural leaves to 
the beaten lint ready for the loom. 

The plant was also used for making the 
plaited disks on which the round-bottomed 
water jars and urns were set. Small bundles 
of grass used for the same purpose were found 
tied and ready for use.

There are a few articles of tanned skins con- 
sisting of sandals, moccasins, neatly made 
with the hair inside, small bags and a cap. 

Stone instruments were not as largely used 
asamongthe mound builders of the Missis- 
sipp! Valley. Many knives, well- ade and 
polished, one still set in its wood-handle, 
scrapers, axes, many with the white handles 
still on. Grinding-stones, pattern stones and 
afew polished pebble charms or playthings 
constitute the list. Of stone arrow points but 
five were found in all of the dwellings. 

Bone was largely used for the construction 
of many useful articles. Knives of many 
shapes, needles of several sizes, made with 
eyes and resembling the modern steel instru- 
ment as closely as the nature of the material 
would admit, awls of various sizes, beads and 
other ornaments, as well as very good sub- 
stitutes for the saw, draw-knuife and spoxke- 
shave were found. A surprising feature of 
this department is the comparatively small 
amount of manual labor which was required 
to adapt the different shaped bones to the 
uses for which they were intended. 

Wood, though necessarily limited in va- 
riety, was utilized in every possible manner. 
Large planks smoothed by fire and

found in what was evidently a public building 
and which its describe as containing 
five rooms, the center and largest being 
twenty by forty feet in size At one 
end of this room was a stone platform, 
six by four feet, which was reached by 
six stone steps.

oles, with notchesin which the rungs were 
bound with willow, a wooden dipper or ladle, 
a portion of a flute-like instrument, a stick 
from which fire was generated by friction; 


long, slender arrow points, some fitted in the 
shafts; axe handles, armor made from the 
bark of the 383 aspen,and shaped to fit 
the body, with holes drilled for lacing; por- 
tions of their looms; wrapping for the dead, 
made of wood strips strung together on wood 
twine, on the same plan as Venetian curtains; 
papoose boards, and many implements whose 
use can be but vaguely conjectured, are in the 
collection. 

The pottery is remarkable for the number 
and diversity of the pieces shown, as well as 
for their excellefit state of preservation. 
There are eighteen of the wonderful colied 
urns, varying in capacity from a half to six or 
seven gallons; there are dippers, cups, vases 
of various shapes—though it isa noteworthy 
fact that no animal forms ard found—and 
small pieces.

THE MAKING OF VENEERS. 


A New Invention for Adding to the Beauty 
of the F roduct, 


From the New York Times. 

Fora long time mapufacturers of veneers 
have been trying to secure a fancy grain from 
straight-grained wood. Of course, the more 
wavy and intricate the line of the grain is, the 
more valuable is the veneer. A method has 
at last been secured of producing fancy 
veneers from plain wood. 

To understand the new process one must 
first know what the old one was. It was sim 


pleenough. A log seven feet long or less and 
of almost any diameter above seven inches 
had its bark chipped off and was then steamed 
over night in a tank made for the purpose. In 
the morning it was ready to be fastened into 
the big lathe, and a knife blade as long as the 
lon gest log used—seven feet—-was kept pressed 
against the wood so as to cut off ashaving or 
ribbon about one-thirtieth of an inch thick as 
the log revolved toward it. Two men roiled 
up theribbon and carried it away as it was 
turned ont. Of course the knife had to be set 
paraliei with the axis of the log or the wood 
would not all be cut Up, and so, if the grain 
of the wood were straight, the ribbon could 
not have a variegated appearance, even bad 
— + straight knife cut the grain at an 
angie. 

The inventorof the new process noticed 
that the growth of no two different years in a 
tree had exactly the same color and grain, 
even when the log was perfectly straight- 
grained. So if a knife were made that 
would strip off a4 ribbon that 
dipped in and out through the 
growth of say two years, the ribbon would 
have two kinds_of grain. To get the ribbon 
the inventor made a knife with a wavy edge. 
The waves were a quarter of an inch high. 
this did not produce a sufficient 
variety inthe grain of the ribbon to suit the 
inventor, and he added to it by giving the 
knife an oscillating movement in the G}ec- 
tion of the length of the log by a cam of a 
half-inch stroke. Now, if the log revolved 
against the knife a ribbon was cut which con- 
tained waves that ziczagged up and down and 
exposed a grain not only variegated in color 
by the varying depths to which the knife had 
cut, but. which was at the same time very 
wavy, if not curly, inappearance. The varie- 
gations in the color even ofa plain black 
walnut log were remarkable and beautiful. 

There was one objection to this remaining, 
and that was that it did not lie down flat on 
the surface to which it was eines. This was 
rewedied, however, by stacking up the ribbon 
in ahydraulic press that squeezed it witha 
pressure of forty tons tothe square inch. It 
came out of that press flat. 

At present three kinds of knives are used In 
these machines. There is no telling what 
new forms. of knives will be inven „ The 
machine itself is but little more expensive 
than the old style, butagnife costs several 
times as much. Besides, when a knife gets 
dulla man has to labor over it for a month 
with emory wheels to get it In order again. 

When a reporter was looking at one of the 
machines in East Eighth street the other day 
it waa cutting a plain log. The Superinten- 
dent of the works said that the product would 
bring $22.50 per 1,000 square feet, against $5 
per 1,000 were a straight knife used. The 
corrugated kyife, as itis called, will improve 
the appearance of agrain that is naturally 
variegated to some extent, but when the grain 
ie found that is just right nothing isso good 
at the old-fashioned straight-edged blade. 


Two-Story Elevated Roads. 


From the Engineering and Building Record. 

The ever-increasing throngs that crowd the 
elevated roads of New York City impress 
every one with the urgent necessity for a cor- 
responding increase in their carrying capacity, 
and every now and then lead some one to 
make a suggestion of more or less wisdom as 
to how to aceomplish this desirable end. 

The New York Stn 24 — the other day 
to double the capacity of these roads by the 
addition of another story to the existing 
structure, and the Iden struck so forcibly a 
gentieman gaid to have had much experience 
in the construction of railronds and bridges 
that he was moved to send to that journal 
some plans of his own for double-decking the 
L roads, which he has been working on for 
some time, and to accompany them with sun- 
dry settings-forth of their alleged advantages, 

Tne scheme is by no means a new one, as 
in May, 1880, a patent was granted to Dr. Gil- 
bert, the fatherofthe elevated railroad sys- 
tem, for a structure having two tiers of 
tracks, and the idea wasat that time dis- 
cussed and elaborated in various ways by the 
engineers of the elevated roads, and more 
recently more careful designs have been made 
of several different Ways of doingthe same 
thing. 

To" merely add another storyto the ex- 
isting structures, as proposed by the gentile- 
man above referred to, would be such a 
troublesome and unsatisfactory piece of 
work as not to be thought of. The 
strength of this structure, even if rein- 
— as far as practicable, would in most 

laces be fnsuffivent. Moreover, it bas not 
— designed so as to afford a convenient 
footing forthe proposed additional columns 
without dificult and expensive reconstruc- 
tion, which at best could only result in a 
clumey patchwork for more or less uncertain 
stability. N ; 

If the elevated roads are to be double- decked 
at all it could, in most instances, be better 
accomplished by straddling the old structure 
with a new one to which the trafic 
could be transferred, and when the old 
structure had been removed the _ girders 
for the lower tracks could be attached to the 
new columus half way up. ‘ 

Such un arrangement seems to have once 
been seriously thought of to bring trains from 
Second avenue down to the City Hall and 
avoid a grade crossing ‘of the Third avenue 
track to the frrries. 

It is not probable, however, that this method 
of increasing the capacity of the elerated 
roads will A be adopted, for, aside from the 
vast expenss of such a reconstruction and the 
annoyance to passengers of the additional 
heightto climb and the smoke and cinders 
from the lower trains, the damages that could 
be claimed by abutting property owners for 
suchan additional curtailment of their light 
and air would prove a serious, if it not in- 
poe gen obstacle co the execution of such a 
scheme. . 

It New York wishes to increase her facilities 
for transportation it can best be done by ele- 
vated roads through biocks on masonry, as” 
often urged in these columns, and though the 
first cost of such roads would be great, there 
is no doubt that if properly designed and 
managed they would prove in the end very 
profitable investments.

gators. If the eleven wild men said 
to have been found in the On- 
bueahuan range are indeed the de 
scendants of that great people who centuries 
ago ocoupied the uplands of the mountain 
chain that stretches from Mexico to Colorado, 
it may yet be p ssibie to unravel the riddle of 
their origin, and to gather some real truths 
concerning the character of their civilization,

The precipitous walls of the entire canon for 
nearly a hundred miles, and the innumerable 
side een inte it, are honey -· combed 
with the abodes of the Oli Dwellers. Every

‘steep bas been utilized § to bulid 
houses capable of holding from a single fam- 
ily to several hundred people. Some were of 
comparatively easy access, but the majority 
and better ones could be reached by the ex- 
plorers only with ropes from the ＋ of the 
elite, or by tying poles together and climbing 
from the bottom. 

The plans ot the houses were Adapted to the 
formation of the caves in which they were 
built, but ‘always with a front of 
solid masonry, and with at least one 
clroular apartment.

Several samples of Yucea 
rope and cord are seen, differing from that of 
modern manufacture only in being twisted of 
two instead of three strands, as well as the 
raw material, in all stages of preparation for 
the uses intended, from the natural leaves to 
the beaten lint ready for the loom. 

The plant was also used for making the 
plaited disks on which the round-bottomed 
water jars and urns were set. Small bondles 
of grass used for the same purpose were found 
tied and ready for use. 

OORN HUSKS AS GREEN 
as though cured but last season are placed in 
sandals soas to cover the top of the foot. 
Somwe are tied in bundles, and in one case the 
entire covering of an ear of corn from which 
the cob was removed has been filled with 
crude alum and tied neatly with Yucca twine. 

There are a few articles of tanned skins con- 
sisting of sandals, moccasins, neatly made 
with the nair inside, small bags and a cap. 

Stone instruments were not as largely used 
asamongthe mound builders of the Missis- 
sipp! Valley. Many knives, well-: ade and 
polished, one still eet in its wood-handle, 
scrapers, axes, many witb the white handles 
still on. Grinding-stones, pattern stones and 
afew polished pebbie charms or playthings 
constitute the list. Of stone arrow points but 
five were found in all of the dwellings. 

Bone was largely used for the construction 
of many useful articles. Knives of many 
shapes, needies of several sizes, made with 
eyes and resembling the modern steel Instru- 
ment as closely asthe nature of the material 
would admit, awls of various sizes, beads and 
other ornaments, as well as very good sub- 
stitutes for the saw, draw-knuife and spoke- 
shave were found. A surprising feature of 
this department is the comparatively emall 
amount of manual labor which was required 
toadapt the different shaped bones to the 
uses for which they were intended. 

Wood, though necessarily limited in va- 
riety, was utilized in every possible manner. 
Large planks smoothed by fire and 

THE STONE AXE, 

eleven feet by eighteen and three inches, were 
found in what was evidently a public building 
and which is described as containing 
five rooms, the center and largest being 
twenty by forty feet in size At one 
end of this room was a stone platform, 
six by four feet, which was reached by 
six stone steps. The floor was sand and gave 
evidence that fires must have been constantly 
buroed there. The rooms at either end of the 
central chamber were small and their floors 
were six feet higher. The doors of communi- 
cation aleo indicate the public character of 
the building. Theirdimensions were3 by 5 
feet. None of. the doors in the ordinary 
houses Were more than 18 by 24 inches. 

@Tbe agricuitural implements around were 
not much more primitive than those used by 
the Mexicans atthe present day. The wands 
or canes were sometimes rudely c ed, 
Hollowed pieces of wood, closely resembling 
the splints used for

shafts; axe handles, armor made from the 
bark of the quaking aspen, and shaped to fit 
the body, with holes drilied for lacing; por- 
tions of their looms; wrapping for the dead, 
made of wood strips strung together on wood 
twine, on the same plan as Venetian curtains; 
papoose boards, and many implements whose 
uss can be but vaguely conjectured, are in the 
collection. 

The pottery is remarkable for the number 
and diversity of the pieces shown, as well as 
for their excellefit state of preservation. 
There are eighteen of the wonderful colled 
urns, varying in capacity from a half to six or 
seven gallons; there ure dippers; cups, vases 
of various shapes—though it isa noteworthy 
fact that no animal forms ard found—and 
small pieces. Of the 
famous white ware there are numerous 
examples, all decorated in black. The dedo- 
ns are conventional, and many of them 
ly resemble the more common Greelan 
designs.

THE MAKING OF VENEEBS. 


A New Invention for Adding to the Beauty 
of the Product. 


From the New York Times. 

Fora long time mapufacturers of veneers 
have been trying to secure a fancy grain from 
straight-grained wood. Of course, the more 
wavy and intricate the line of the grain is, the 
more valuable is the veneer. A method has 
at last been secured of producing fancy 
Veneers from plain wood. 

To understand the new process one must 
first know what the old one was. It was sim- 


ple enough. A log seven feet long or less and 
ofalmost any dlameter above seven inches 
had ite bark chipped off and was then steamed 
over night in a tank made for the purpose. In 
the morning it was ready to be tastened into 
the big lathe, and a knife blade as long as the 
longest log used—seven feet—-was kept pressed 
against the wood so as to cut eff ashaving or 
ribbon about one-thirtieth of an inch thick as 
the log revolved toward it. Two men roiled 
up theribbon and carried it away as it was 
turned ont. Of course the knife had to be set 
paraliei with the axis of the log or the wood 
would not all be out up, andso, if the grain 
of the wood were straight, the ribbon could 
not have a variegated appearance, even bad 
the long, straight knife cut the grain at an 
angie. 

The inventorof the new process noticed 
that the growth of no two different years in a 
tree had exactly the same color and grain, 
even when the log was perfectly straight- 
grained. So if a Knife were made that 
would strip off aA ribbon tnat 
dipped in and out through the 
growth of say two years, the ribbon would 
have two kinds of grain. To get the ribbon 
the inventor made a knife witha wavy edge. 
The waves were a quarter of an inch high. 
However, this did not produce a sufficient 
variety inthe grain of the ribbon to suit the 
inventor, and he added to it by giving the 
knife an oscillating movement in the dec 
tion of the length of the log by acam ofa 
half-inch stroke. Now, if the log revolved 
against the knife a ribbon was cut which con- 
tained waves that zizzagged up and down and 
exposed a grain not only variexated in color 
by the varying depths to which the kuife had 
cut, but. which was at the same time very 
wavy, if not curly, in appesranee. The varie- 
gations in the celor even ofa plain black 
walnut log were remarkable and beautiful. 

There was one objection to this remaining, 
and that was that it did not ile down flat on 
the surface to which it was giued. This was 
remedied, however, by stacking up the ribbon 
in ahydraulic press that squeezed it witha 
pressure of forty tons to the square inch. It 
came out of that press flat. 

At present three kinds of knives are used in 
these machines. There is no telling what 
new forms. of knives will be invented. The 
machine itself is but little more expensive 
than the old style, butagnife costs several 
times as much. Besides, when a knife gets 
dulla man has to labor over it for a month 
with emory wheels to get it In order again. 

When a reporter was looking at one of the 
machines in East Eighth street the other day 
it waa cutting a plain logs The Superinten- 
dent of the works said that the product would 
bring $22.50 per 1,000 square feet, against $5 
per 1,000 were a straight knife used. The 
corrugated kgpife, as itig called, will improve 
the appearance of agrain that is naturally 
variegated to some extent, but when the grain 
ie found that is just right nothing isso good 
as the old-fashioned straight-edged blade. 


Two-Story Elevated Roads. 


From the Engineering and Building Record. 

The ever-increasing throngs that crowd the 
elevated roads of New York City impress 
every one with the urgent necessity for a cor- 
responding increase in their carrying capacity, 
and every now and then lead some one tu 
make a suggestion of more or less wisdom as 
to how to aceomplish this desirable end. 

The New York Stn 2 4 — the other day 
to double the capacity of these roads by the 
addition of another story to the existing 
structure, and the ideu struck so forcibly a 
gentieman gaid to have had much experience 
in the construction of railroands and bridges 
that he was moved to send to that journal 
some plans of his own for double-decking the 
L roads, which he has been working on for 
some time, and to accompany them with sun- 
dry settings-forth of their alleged advantages, 

Tne scheme is by no Means a new one, as 
in May, 1880, a patent was granted to Dr. Gil- 
bert, the fatherofthe elevated railroad sys-

10 merely add another story to the ex- 
isting structures, as proposed dy the gentie- 
man above referred to, would be such a 
troublesome and unsatisfactory piece of 
work as not to be thought of. The 
strength of this structure, even if rein- 
— as far as practicable, would in most 

laces be fmeuffivent. Moreover, it bas not 
been designed so as to afford a convenient 
footing forthe proposed additional columns 
without difficult and expensive reconstruc- 
tion, which at best could only result in a 
clumsy patchwork for more or less uncertain 
stability. N a 

If the elevated roads are to be double- decked 
at all it could, in most instances, be better 
accomplished by straddling the old structure 
with a new one to which the traffic 
could be transferred, and when the old 
structure had been removed the girders 
for the lower tracks could be attached to the 
new columns half way up. 

Such un arrangement seems to have once 
been seriously thought of to * trains from 
Second avenue down to the City Hall and 
avoid a grade crossing ‘of the Third avenue 
track to the frrries. 

It is not probable, however, that this method 
of incréasing the capacity of the elevated 
roads will * be adopted, for, aside from the 
vast expens6 of such a reconstruction and the 
annoyance to passengers of the additional 
height to climb and the smoke and cinders 
from the lower trains, the damages that could 
be claimed by abutting property owners for 
suchan additional curtailment of their light 
and air would prove a serious, if it not in- 
poe Sona obstacle to the execution of such a

OMB racing writers are 
getting their eyes opened, 
says the Nee York 7rib- 
und. Broad Church“ has 
written a great deal of 
entertaining and attract- 
ive matter on turf sub- 
jects in recent years. He 
is conscientious, but his 
conspicuous failing in the 
past has been that which 
characterizes nearly all 
comments on races which 
are published in journals 
devoted to sport—a com- 
plete inability to see a 
flagrant steal carried out 
under his very nose. But 
even Broad Church“ is 
getting awake at last. He 
now says: In these days, when ‘in 
for work’ has become the pre- 
valling fashion with owners and 
trainers, the practice is made to cover a mui- 
titude of sins, for any system that bamboozies 
and deceives the public cannot be in accord- 
ance with the ethics of high-toned, legitimate 
racing.’’ Just and true, Broad Church,’’ 
Wellsaid. It all racing writers would be as 
candid and severe in these times of turf frauds 
some reform might be accomplished. 

In writing of jockeys in the West, Broad 
Ohurch“ says further as to the prospects for 
thisseason: ‘‘The bulk of the work will, I 
judge, be done by incompetents,bunglers and 
shoemakers, and there will not be wanting 
those who will not hesitate to place a horse, 
when asked or instructed to do 80. 


And all this helps to furnish the bane of the 
Western turf to-day. The thoroughly com- 
petent, skillful and energetic jockeys are few 
and far between, while there is quite an array 
of the other Kind.“ Other statements are 
made by this writer which tend to show his 
conviction that attempts at fraud have heen 
frequent in New Orleans races. 

Now, the openifig of the eyes of Broad 
Church’’ is somewhat significant. There have 
been many innocent and credulous souls who 
have been penning articies on American 
racing for years and are yet apparently so 
simple that they believe every owner, trainer 
and jockey to be honest, unselfish and dis- 
interested. There are other writers who are 
not at all simple and credulous, but who act 
substantially as accomplices ‘of thieves. 
These writers know all about the robberies 
which are practiced, but make no effort to 
expose them, because it is for their pecuni- 
ary interest to keep silent or put a false gloss 
on fraud and attempt to make it appear fair 
dealing. If the whole press of the country 
would unite in telling the truth about racing, 
the plrates, biacklegs ana tricksters who 
now fill their owa pockets by turf swindles 
would soon find their cheating dangerous 
andunprofitable. But the number of papers, 
either daily or weekly, that really try to get 
at the bottom facts in turf matters and pub- 
lish them is extremely small. Many influen- 
tal owners and racing men, who know per- 
fectliy wellthatthievery is constantiy prac- 
ticed on the tracks which they control, prefer 
to let the dishonesty go unchecked’ rather 
than have the prosperity of the turf dam- 
aged by scandals,’’ as they put it. But any 
gare J which is based on corruption must 

rotten and can not endure. 
And that the American turf of 
to-day is at bottom, to a great ex- 
tent, one of the foulest sinks of fraud that 
the world ever saw is a certainty. Every 
clear -eyed man of intelligence and experience 
in such matters knows this to be true. The 
turf is infested with professional law-break- 
ers, men of the worst instincts, practices and 
records. Among its owners, trainers and 
jockeys it includes a larger percentage of un- 
scrupulous and unprincipled scoundrels than 
any other interest on earth which enlists so 
much capital and so extensive public support. 
Study the crowds at the race-courses, examine 
the careers, associations and exploits of 
many of the owners, trainers and jockeys, and 
you cannot be surprised that the turf so reeks 
with filth and fraud. With so big an evil 
elementin it, the man who expects that all 
or nearly all the racing, even upon the most 
conspicuous and most popular of the race- 
tracks, will be on its merits, will be free from 
chicanery, double-dealing and theft, must be 
a seven-fold imbecile. ‘There are some things 
so plain that even the blind cannot ignore 
them. They can feel these trutbs even if 
they cannot see them.

Telegraphic news from Saint Elena, Ecua- 
dor, has been received hereto the effect that 
on the 15th Mr. Wm, Bruning, of the Central 
& South American Telegraph Co. “e station at 
that point, was drowned while bathing in the 
sea. It appears that a heavy receding 
wave carried him out, and that he was taken 
with cramps and went under. A companion, 
secing him sink, went to his aid, and was 
nearly strangled by the drowning man. 

CASTAWAYS FLEECED. 

On the 18th inst. there arrived at Colon the 
Captain and crew of the Norwegian steamer 
Ydun from Savannah February 5, for Blue- 
fields, Nicaragua,for fruit,which was wrecked 
on the Rankador reefon the 12th inst. Capt. 
Stoltz reports having made the island in bis 
boats after deins compelled to abandon his 
ship. He met with a very cool reception, and 
was actually fleeced out of $100 a day by the 
people who assumed control of the 
place. Under these circumstances he was 
obliged to hasten away from the in- 
hospitable shore and make for the nearest 
port, which was Colon, 250 miles distant. This 
rather long voyage fortwo open boats was, 
however, safely accomplished. The Nor- 
wegian Consul is looking after the castaways, 
none ot whom isthe worse tor the exposure 
and hardships suffered between the 12th and 
18th. It is probable that an official investiga- 
tion will be made of the allegations of Capt. 
Stolz, as the island belongs to Colombia and 
is under the jurisdiction of Panama. 

FIRES AND INDIAN RAIDS. 

La Nacion of Bogotasays: The news from 
the extreme East of the Territory of Casanare 
received in this city by the last mall from the 
North fs very alarming. The prosperous 
plantation of Santa Elena, situated between 


the rivers Meta and Cusiana, has been de- 
stroyed by fire and has suffered from the 
incursions of thousands ofsavage Indians of 
different tribes having no fixed abode within 
the limits of the above mentioned rivers. 
These Indians, in consequence of an offer 
made by the Government inonths ago to sup- 
ply them with certain articles, such as cloth 
and salt, united to the number of 5,000 and in 
a menacing manner requested the colonists 
to procure the articles promised them, and 
also some beefto satisfy their hunger. The 
savages have set fire to a number of 
houses and robbed many persons 
cattle along the Cusiana River.

oned their residences many times in conse- 
quence of their tbreats and have appealed to 
the Prefect of Casanare. It is feared that a ter- 
ribie disaster will occur if an armed force is 
not sent to control these Indiansand if steppe 
for their relief are not quickly taken. It is 
the general opinion that tiis matter requires 
the immediate attention of the National 
Government or that the lives and property of 
the civilised people he in the locality will 
be sacrificed. The press has been urging the 
r and forwarding of the necessary 

od and clothing to the savages who are in 
immediate need. Itis the opinion of various 
Persone of experience that the first 
and most urgent matter to be considered 
by the Government isthe dispatching of the 
necessary quantity of saltto the Indians, so 
as to 8 repetition of the outrages which 
have been committed. They also believe it 
would be well to enlist the services of the 
Catholic missionaries who, with competent 
authority, can enter the camps of the Indians 
and influence their actions. It is believed 
that the Society for the Protection of the 
Aborigines in this capital has under consider- 
ation a proposition bearing upon the subject 
of these Indian troubles. 

THE SAN BLAS INDIANS. 

Within the last few days Colon has been vis- 
ited dy an unusual number of San Blas In- 
dians who have been buying their supplies 
here. This is doubtiess the result of the re- 
strictions Hy! imposed by the Colombian 
Government ereby vessels are compelied 
to go first to ‘Carthagena before proceeding to 
the San Blas coast. The number of foreign 
vessels engaged in the trade has decreased 
lately since the law has been enforced, 
thereby necessitating the Indians to come 
here for their supplies of provisions.

GEN. LEFANO DEAD. 

Gen. Antonio Lefano, commanding the De- 
partment of La Paz, San Salvador, died re- 
cently at Zacatecaluca from the effects of 
wounds received in a personal encounter. 
Gen. Lefano was a chief who always gave his 
services to the country when they were 
needed, as in the revolution of 1885, for which 
he was honorably mentioned after peace was 
declared.
